MR.  PHILIP  E.  HILL'S  SPEECH 
The  Thirteenth  Ordinary  General  Meeting 
of  Beechams  Pills,  Limited,  was  held  on  Thursday, 
August  28,  at  the  May  Fair  Hotel,  London,  W. 

Mr.  Philip  E.  Hill  (chairman  of  the  company) 
presided. 

Mr.  D.  M.  Parry,  B.A.,  A.C.A.,  one  of  the  joint 
secretaries,  having  read  the  notice  convening  the 
meeting  and  the  report  of  the  auditors. 

The  Chairman  said: — For  the  ninth  successive 
year  our  trading  profits  shovvf  an  increase.  The  profit 
for  the  year  amounts  to  /^i, 085, 893,  which  is  com- 
parable with  1,055,6 1 5  for  the  preceding  year.  This 
figure  is  arrived  at  after  providing  in  the  accounts  of 
two  of  the  subsidiary  companies  £97,758  for  the 
redemption  of  Redeemable  Preference  shares  (you 
will  appreciate  that  this  cost  the  company,  including 
tax,  some  £195,000).  In  addition,  we  have  increased 
our  reserves  and  carry-forwards  in  the  accounts  of 
subsidiary  companies.  Moreover,  we  have  not  raised 
our  selling  prices  since  the  outbreak  of  war,  although 
our  costs  of  production  and  overheads  during  the  year 
under  review  have  increased  by  nearly  £350,000  as 
compared  with  1939,  so  I  am  sure  you  will  agree 
that  when  all  these  things  are  taken  into  consideration 
we  have  every  reason  to  be  satisfied  with  the  results 
achieved. 

The  company's  normal  trade  both  at  home  and 
overseas,  without  accounting  for  Government  con- 
tracts, shows  considerable  expansion.  Our  export 
trade  has,  of  course,  been  handicapped  by  war  condi- 
tions, although  we  are  exceedingly  fortunate  that  the 
development  of  this  part  of  our  business  lies  within 
the  Empire  and  North  and  South  America. 

Abolition  of  Stamp  Duty 

Our  report  and  accounts  indicate  that  our  contribu- 
tion to  the  National  Exchequer  for  the  year  is  estimated 
to  amount  to  over  £1,000,000.  Since  we  last  met 
Parliament  has  passed  the  Pharmacy  and  Medicines 
Act,  1 94 1,  one  of  the  results  of  which  will  be  the 
abolition  of  the  Medicine  Stamp  Duty,  as  and  from 
September  2  next,  which,  as  far  as  this  company  is 
concerned,  amounted  last  year  to  £166,000.  Generally 
it  is  hoped  that  the  new  Act  will  improve  the  status 
of  proprietary  articles  and  patent  medicines.  The 
directors  have  decided  that  the  full  benefit  of  the  savings 
effected  as  a  result  of  the  passing  of  this  Act  shall  be 
given  to  the  public. 

Your  board  came  to  the  conclusion  at  the  outbreak 
of  war  that  it  would  be  advisable  to  carry  as  large 
stocks  as  possible,  and  in  pursuance  of  this  policy  they 
have  (as  shown  by  the  balance-sheet)  ii  creased  the 
bank  loans. 

It  is  no  easier  to  forecast  the  future  to-day  than  it 
was  a  year  ago,  but  it  is  necessary  to  issue  a  word  of 
warning,  and  that  is  if  costs  of  production  continue 
to  increase  we  shall  ultimately  be  bound  to  raise  selling 
prices.  Whatever  the  future  may  have  in  store  for  us 
we  can  be  more  than  ever  satisfied  that  our  widespread 
developments  have  established  our  business  on  a 
sound  basis,  and  we  cannot  only  congratulate  ourselves 
on  the  fact  that  our  recent  purchases  and  acquisitions 
have  been  remunerative,  but  that  in  obtaining  the 
services  and  a.ssociation  of  Mr.  Lazell,  Mr.  Dunbar, 
and  Mr.  Fabricius  we  have  added  considerably  to  the 
ability  of  the  company's  executive,  and  all  these 
gentlemen  have  joined  the  board  since  our  last  meeting. 

The  Chairm.\n  concluded  by  moving  the  adoption 
of  the  report  and  accounts. 

Mr.  J.  Stanley- Holmes,  M.P.  (managing  director), 
seconded  the  resolution,  and  it  was  carried  unani- 
mously. 

A  vote  of  thanks  to  the  chairman,  directors,  and 
staff  was  carried  with  acclamation.

Commodity  Insurance. — Under  an  Order  (S.  R.  &  O.,  1941. 
124)  dated  August  20,  the  Board  of  Trade  has  prescribed  that 
premium  in  respect  of  any  poUcy  of  insurance  issued  under  the 
iimodity  insurance  scheme  during  the  period  of  three  months 
iimencing  on  September  3  is  payable  at  the  rate  of  three-eighths 
one  per  cent,  per  month. 

War  Damage  Act. — The  Board  of  Trade  has  made  an  Order 
lending  the  War  Damage  (Business  Scheme)  Order,  1941,  to  permit 
urance  under  the  business  scheme  on  a  voluntary  basis  of  :  Con- 
ners  for  the  supply  of  goods,  being  containers  of  a  value  not 
ceeding  £^  each  which  are  owned  by  the  supplier  but  are  not  in 
possession  ;  books  owned  in  the  course  of  a  business  of  letting 
t  books  on  hire  while  they  are  in  the  possession  of  any  person 
ler  than  their  owner  or  his  agent. 

Export  Licences  Required. — Under  a  Board  of  Trade  Order 
lich  comes  into  force  on  September  11,  licences  will  be  required 
export  to  all  destinations  glue  and  gluestock,  non-ferrous  metals 
the  form  of  leaf  and  foil,  barographs,  aneroid  barometers  and 
rtain  chemicals.  The  Order  (S.R.  &  O.,  1941,  No.  1247)  prohibits 
port  without  licence  to  certain  specified  destinations  of  fluorspar ; 
tends  existing  prohibitions  relating  to  vitamins,  casein,  insulin 
d  agricultural  and  horticultural  seeds,  and  relaxes  those  relating 
certain  types  of  glassware. 

Toilet  Preparations  Used  against  Dermatitis. — Factories  in 
iiich  toilet  preparations  are  used  for  protection  of  workers  against 
rmatitis  have  been  limited  in  the  quantities  they  can  obtain  by 
e  Limitation  of  Supplies  (No.  11)  Order.  The  Board  of  Trade  now 
tes  that  if  the  factories  concerned  are  unable  to  obtain  enough 
|r  their  needs,  and  provided  that  one  of  H.M.  Inspectors  of  Factories 
[rtifies  that  there  is  a  risk  of  dermatitis  in  the  nature  of  the  factory 
irk,  the  Board  will  issue  a  special  licence  to  the  supplier  of  the 
eparation.  This  arrangement  will  permit  quantities  to  be  obtained 
the  factory  beyond  the  supplier's  quota. 

Belgian  Congo  Information  Bureau. — A  Belgian  Congo  Infor- 
ation  Bureau  has,  under  the  auspices  of  the  Ministry  of  Colonies 
Belgium,  been  established  as  a  separate  department  of  the 
Igian  Chamber  of  Commerce  in  London.    Its  functions  are  to 
sist  exporters  of  British  goods  by  providing  (a)  lists  of  Congo 
iporters  or  United  Kingdom  shippers  to  the  Congo ;    (b)  names 
suitable  agents ;   (c)  status  information  on  importers  and  agents  ; 
)  details  of  contracts  open  to  tender  ;  and  (e)  information  regarding 
le  demand  for  particular  goods.    It  also  supplies  names  and 
Idresses  of  Belgian  Congo  shippers  of  a  range  of  commodities, 
eluding  medicinal  herbs,  beeswax,  spices,  essential  oils  and  drugs, 
iquiries  should  be  addressed  to  S  Union  Court,  London,  E.C.2. 

Repayment  of  Medicine  Stamp  Duty. — The  Commissioners  of 
ustoms  and  E.xcise  have  issued  as  Nfitice  121  the  following  instruc- 
'ins  regarding  the  procedure  for  obtaining  repayment  of  the  value 
medicine  stamps  affixed  to  packages:  Applications  for  repayment 
duty  may  be  made  locally. — With  reference  to  Notice  120,  dated 
pril  8,  1941,  issued  by  the  Commissioners  of  Customs  and  Excise, 
rrangements  have  been  made  to  enable  retailers  who,  on  Sep- 
Mnber  2,  1941,  may  be  in  possession  of  medicine  stamps  affixed  to 
ickages,  to  apply  direct  to  the  local  Oflicer  of  Customs  and  Excise 
ir  the  purpose  of  obtaining  repayment.  Applications  should  be 
ade  as  early  as  possible  after  September  2,  1941.  How  claims  to 
'  made. — .\pplications  may  be  made  personally  or  by  prepaid  post, 
etters  of  application  should  state  the  number  of  stamps  at  each 
ite  of  duty,  the  amount  of  duty  claimed,  and  the  character  and 
umber  of  packages  involved.  Care  should  be  taken  that  applica- 
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tions  are  complete,  as  one  claim  only  can  be  accepted  from  each- 
retailer.  The  Officer  will  thereafter  send  a  form  of  claim  and  .statutory 
declaration  and  state  the  procedure  to  be  followed.  Removal  of 
medicine  duty  stamps  will  not  be  insisted  upon :  they  may  be 
defaced  on  the  package  in  cases  where  removal  would  damage  the 
package  for  sale  purposes.  Repayment  of  duty. — A  remittance  to 
cover  the  duty  value  of  the  defaced  stamps  will  later  be  transmitted 
to  each  applicant. 

Trading-with-Enemy  Order  Revoked. — The  Trading  with  the 
Enemy  (Specified  Areas)  (No.  6)  Order  is  revoked  by  an  Order 
(S.  R.&O.,  1941,  No.  1 1 56)  issued  by  the  Board  of  Trade. 

Exposition  of  Chemical  Industries,  New  York. — The  United 
States  Eighteenth  Exposition  of  Chemical  Industries  is  to  be  held 
in  Grand  Central  Palace,  New  York,  from  December  i  to  6. 

Long  Service  Award. — On  the  completion  recently  of  sixty 
years'  service  with  Howards  &  Sons,  Ltd.,  Ilford,  Mr.  F.  A.  Martin 
was  presented  by  the  Board  with  a  grandmother  clock.  Mr.  Martin 
has  been  head  foreman  of  the  warehouse  for  thirty  years,  and  is  still 
carrying  out  his  duties  with  full  activity  and  efficiency. 

D.D.A.  Authorities  Restored. — The  Home  Secretary  has  sus- 
pended operation,  until  further  Order,  of  the  withdrawal  of 
authorities  imder  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Acts  from  Alfred  John 
Beckett,  M.B.,  Ch.B.  The  efl'ect  of  the  suspension  is  to  restore  to 
Dr.  Beckett  the  authorities  granted  by  Regulations  under  the  Act 
of  1920. 

British  Association  of  Chemists. — The  London  section  of  the 
Association  is  holding  a  meeting  at  the  Cafe  Royal,  Regent  Street, 
London,  W.i,  at  2.30  p.m.  on  Saturday,  September  13,  when  Mr. 
T.  McLachlan,  D.C.M.,  A.C.G.F.C.,  F.I.C.  (a  member  of  the  London 
Committee) ,  will  open  a  discussion  on  ' '  The  Training  of  the  Chemist. ' ' 
Mr.  W.  C.  Peck  (chairman,  London  section)  will  preside. 

Women  Pharmacists. — The  president  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  (Mr.  Walter  Deacon,  C.B.E.)  addressed  members  of  the 
National  Association  of  Women  Pharmacists  on  August  28  on 
"People,  Places  and  Perfumes,"  illustrating  his  talk  with  hand- 
coloured  lantern  slides  of  flower-growing  centres  in  Southern  France, 
Holland  and  Corsica.  Details  of  the  cultivation  and  collection  of 
fields  of  lavender,  jasmin,  jonquil,  roses,  violets,  mimosa,  orange 
blossom,  etc.,  and  of  the  processes  of  extraction,  were  shown  on 
other  slides.  The  chair  was  occupied  by  Miss  E.  Hodgkinson 
(president  of  the  Association). 

President  Claims  Pharmacy  Act  Advantages. — At  a  meeting  of 
the  Nottingham  Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  on 
August  20,  the  chairman  (Mr.  T.  R.  Burrows),  after  a  brief  reference 
to  the  late  Mr.  A.  E.  Beilby,  in  memory  of  whom  memb&rs  stood  in 
silence  for  a  minute,  introduced  the  speaker,  Mr.  Walter  Deacon 
(president.  Pharmaceutical  Society).  Mr.  Deacon,  whose  subject 
was  "Pharmacy — August  20,  1941,"  pointed  out  that  the  Act 
which  had  just  been  passed  had  been  introduced  by  the  Government 
with  a  powerful  backing  of  Cabinet  Ministers,  so  that  there  was 
little  chance  of  any  effective  opposition,  but  he  claimed  that 
pharmacy  had  gained  more  than  it  had  lost,  and  enumerated  nine 
points  which  he  thought  were  to  its  advantage  He  mentioned 
particularly  that  counter  prescribing  was  now  legally  recognised. 
Mr.  Deacon  also  referred  to  the  planning  committee  that  had  been 
set  up  to  deal  with  the  situation  that  would  arise  after  the  war, 
and  promised  that  any  constructive  suggestions  would  be  carefully 
examined.  Ten  members  asked  questions,  all  of  which  Mr.  Deacon 
dealt  with.  A  vote  of  thanks  was  proposed  by  Mr.  F.  A.  Bates  and 
seconded  by  Mr.  A.  E.  Turner.

Want. — At  6  Cunningham  Close,  West  Wickham,  on  September  2,  K 
William  Phillip  Want,  Ph.C,  aged  seventy-six.  Mr.  Want,  a  former  edit 
of  the  "British  and  Colonial  Pharmacist,"  retired  in  1931.  His  apprenti* 
ship  in  pharmacy  commenced  in  188 1.  Mr.  Want  became  senior  B' 
Scholar  in  1885,  qualified  from  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's  school  in  i 
and  passed  the  Major  examination  in  July,  1888.  Till  1890  he  was 
dispenser  at  the  Royal  Naval  School,  Greenwich,  but  in  that  3'ear  he  joini| 
the  staff  of  the  "British  and  Colonial  Druggist"  (the  former  title  of  t 
paper)  as  sub-editor.  Ten  years  later  he  became  the  editor. 
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Division  and  Subtraction. — It  appears  from  your  first  editorial 
article  on  p.  115  that  the  breach  between  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  and  the  National  Pharmaceutical  Union  is  complete.  This 
outcome  of  the  Pharmacy  and  Medicines  Act  (or,  more  correctly, 
of  the  Bill  that  led  up  to  the  Act)  was  for  the  most  part  unforeseen. 
In  delivering  judgment  in  the  Jenkin  test  case  in  1920,  Mr.  Justice 
Peterson  remarked  that  the  word  "protection"  in  the  Society's 
Charter  was  indefinite — a  prophetic  observation,  as  it  turns  out. 
And  at  the  Cardiff  meeting  of  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference, 
in  1930  a  past-chairman  of  the  Conference,  speaking  on  the  then 
recent  report  of  the  Departmental  Committee  on  the  Pharmacy 
Acts,  said  it  was  possible  to  imagine  changes  which  might  be  to  the 
benefit  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  rather  than  to  that  of  phar- 
macy— another  prophetic  observation.  As  far  as  I  can  judge,  the 
liaison  committee  formed  by  the  Society  and  the  N.P.U.  may  as 
well  be  dissolved.  What  of  the  future  ?  While  all  this  manoeuvring 
at  cross-purposes  has  been  going  on,  the  medical  profession  has 
been  accepting — under  protest,  as  might  have  been  expected — a 
rise  from  gs.  to  gs.  gd.  in  its  National  Health  Insurance  capitation 
fee.  One  of  the  next  fights  before  pharmacy  is  a  concerted  effort  to 
improve  upon  the  beggarly  terms  now  in  force  for  insurance  dis- 
pensing. We  may  possibly  be  reminded  that  this  is  the  sole  concern 
of  the  N.P.'U.  as  the  body  entrusted  with  negotiations  on  behalf  of 
contracting  chemists.  The  concluding  sentences  of  your  editorial 
article  envisage  the  devising  of  a  new  plan  for  enabling  pharmacy 
to  "speak  with  one  voice."  In  the  case  of  N.H.I,  negotiations,  it  is 
desirable  to  ascertain  whether  the  Union  wishes  to  be  strengthened 
by  addition  from  without  in  beginning  its  next  campaign.  If  so,  by 
whom  ?  If  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  is  bent  merely  on  playing 
for  its  own  hand,  it  will  do  well  to  keep  out  of  the  way.  The  "N.P.U. 
Supplement"  makes,  in  the  passage  you  quote,  a  point  I  have  made 
in  this  section,  namely,  that  the  Society  has  moved  a  long  way  from 
the  policy  of  its  founders. 

The  Close  of  a  Chapter. — The  operation  of  Section  14  of  the 
Act  referred  to  in  the  preceding  paragraph,  repealing  certain  masses 
gf  "confused,  obsolete  verbiage"  as  from  September  2,  has  been 
accepted  by  many  of  us  with  a  tinge  of  regret.  Although  the  tissue 
of  administrative  anomalies  surrounding  the  Medicines  Stamp  Acts 
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was  undoubtedly  a  nuisance,  yet  the  Acts  had  for  158  years  recol 
nised  pharmacy  in  the  same  way  as  they  recognised  medicine  art 
surgery.  But  interpretation  was  beset  -with  difficulty  from  til 
outset.  Before  the  first  Act  came  into  force  the  Attorney-Generl 
and  other  legal  authorities  were  asked  to  explain  its  purport.  Aftl 
two  years  an  amending  Act  was  found  to  be  necessary ;  then  can! 
the  temporary  inclusion  of  toilet  preparations  in  the  scope  of  til 
duties ;  later  such  classes  of  goods  as  lozenges  and  mineral  watei 
had  to  be  dealt  with.  Many  problems,  in  short,  came  up  at  interval 
for  decision  ;  and  the  administrative  authorities,  in  their  desire  l| 
accommodate  those  who  supplied  the  revenue,  wove  a  tangled  wel 
of  concession  difficult  to  explain  logically.  A  future  historian  mal 
well  be  puzzled  to  account  for  the  fact  that  under  the  Acts  a  mustail 
leaf  was  an  entire  drug  but  a  tablet  compressed  with  the  aid  of  al 
excipient  was  not. 

Known,  Admitted  and  Approved. — In  many  accounts  of  thei 
Acts  published  from  time  to  time  the  importance  of  the  "knowil 
admitted  and  approved  "  remedies  exemption  has,  to  the  best  of  m 
knowledge,  been  given  less  than  its  due.  It  is  hardly  too  much  t 
say  that,  in  greater  measure  than  any  other  factor,  it  has  brough 
about  the  disintegration  of  the  Acts  on  the  practical  side.  Firs 
used  as  a  defence  in  the  eighteen-twenties,  its  significance  in  detei 
mining  a  problem  of  labelling  remained  conjectural  till  the  lat 
Sir  William  Glyn-Jones  established  it  in  his  test  case  in  1903.  Havin 
set  up  a  definition  of  a  known,  admitted  and  approved  remedy,  th 
Board  of  Inland  Revenue  (and  latterly  the  Board  of  Customs  ani 
Excise)  had  to  settle  the  related  question  of  who  might  sell  thes 
remedies  unstamped.  Limited  companies  trading  as  chemists  hai 
to  be  provided  for.  Large-scale  manufacturers  and  wholesaler 
were  brought  within  the  scope  of  the  scheme.  The  status  of  trad' 
marks  called  for  a  working  arrangement.  Ultimately  there  came 
widespread  declaration  of  formula  resulting  in  a  drop  of  revenm 
from  the  "peak"  of  /^i, 333, 512  to  £747,930  in  ig35-36,  when  tb 
second  Select  Committee  on  the  Acts  was  set  up.  Do  any  of  thi 
members  of  the  Committee  feel  slighted  by  the  shelving  of  thai

"he  suggestion  that  the  Belfast  coroner  (Dr.  H.  P.  Lowe)  had  exceeded 
is  duty  was  made  at  a  special  meeting  of  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
ociety  of  Northern  Ireland,  held  at  73  University  Street,  Belfast,  on 
August  26.  The  meeting  was  called  as  the  result  of  an  observation  alleged 

0  have  been  made  by  the  coroner  at  the  inquest  on  August  5  on  Edward 
iIcMullan,  aged  13^,16  Kilburn  Street,  Belfast,  who  died  at  his  home  on 
Lugust  I  of  diphtheritic  ulceration  of  the  tonsils  and  haemorrhagic  pneu- 
nonia  of  the  right  lung  (see  C.  &  D.,  August  30,  p.  112). 

Mr.  Malcolm  Davison,  the  Society's  solicitor,  read  a  statement  by  the 
hemist  concerned,  a  member  of  the  Society.  This  was  to  the  effect  that 
n  July  24  the  boy,  sent  by  his  mother,  Mrs.  McMuUan,  came  into  his 
hop  for  treatment  for  a  cut  on  the  finger.  The  wound  had  turned  slightly 
eptic  so  he  told  the  boy  to  tell  his  mother  to  bathe  it  in  a  solution  of  salt 
nd  warm  water  and  then  apply  poultices  until  all  the  inflammation  was  , 
emoved.  On  July  26  the  boy  came  back  again,  this  time  with  his  mother, 
nd  it  was  found  that  only  a  little  pus  remained  in  the  wound.  He  therefore 
pplied  a  dressing  and  told  Mrs.  McMuUan  that  if  the  wound  should  not 
e  clean  after  the  plaster  was  removed,  to  apply  more  poultices.  Some 
ays  later,  when  Mrs.  McMuUan  was  in  the  shop,  she  told  him  that  Edward's 
and  had  healed  but  that  he  had  taken  mumps.  -She  did  not,  however, 
sk  for  anything  for  the  boy's  throat,  or  how  she  should  treat  it.  On  the 
illowing  morning  he  heard  that  the  boy  had  died  during  the  night,  and 
:eing  that  he  had  been  speaking  to  Mrs.  McMullan  the  previous  evening 
e  called  at  the  house  to  sympathise  with  her.  This  was  the  first  time  he 
ver  entered  the  house.  On  the  following  morning  he  learned  that  the 
ause  of  death  was  diphtheritic  ulcerated  tonsils  and  at  that  thought  that 
be  matter  had  dropped.  In  the  evening,  however,  of  the  inquest,  while 
ttending  some  customers,  somebody  shouted  in  to  him  in  his  shop  that 

1  had  hit  the  highlights  to-night." 

I  did  not  at  that  time  know  what  the  remark  really  meant,  but  on  re- 
;iving  the  evening  paper  the  headlines  startled  and  amazed  me,  and  I 
nraediately  set  about  getting  things  adjusted.  I  rang  up  Dr.  Lowe,  but 
3uld  get  no  satisfaction  except  a  few  criticisms  and  a  very  annoying 
atement.  The  statement  which  Dr.  Lowe  made  to  me  on  the  'phone 
id  later  repeated  in  his  surgery  was  "Mrs.  McMullan  swore  on  her  oath 
1  court  that  you  visited  her  home  at  16  Kilburn  Street  and  after  inspecting 
le  boy's  throat  prescribed  for  it,  and  if  you  don't  like  to  believe  it  it  is 
1  her-written  deposition  which  you  can  inspect  any  time  at  the  City  Hall." 

"Dr.  Lowe  further  criticised  me  for  even  attempting  to  put  a  plaster 
1  a  finger  and  said  that  I  wasn't  allowed  to  do  it  as  that  was  what  doctors 
ere  for.  He  informed  me  that  the  only  satisfaction  for  injury  to  my 
usiness  I  could  get  was  to  demand  Mrs.  McMuUan  to  send  an  apology 
1  the  paper  for  making  the  above  untrue  statement,  if  it  was  untrue, 
immediately  went  round  to  Mrs.  McMullan  to  find  out  what  she  had 
;tually  said.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  McMullan  were  extremely  annoyed  at  the  pub- 
city  which  the  inquest  had  incurred,  and  seemed  in  a  terrible  state  as 
;gards  my  connexion  with  the  affair.  Mrs.  McMullan  said,  'AH  our 
"oubles  would  not  compare  with  what  we  have  brought  on  you,  and  if 
lere  is  any  way  we  can  help  you  to  live  this  affair  down  we  shall  certainly 
o  it.'  I  then  told  Mr.  and  Mrs.  McMullan  and  daughters  of  my  conversa- 
on  with  Dr.  Lowe  and  this  incriminating  statement.  The  whole  McMullan 
amily  were  unanimous  in  disclaiming  it  as  a  downriglit  lie,  and  asked  me 
hat  they  could  do  to  help  me.  I  suggested  writing  out  statements  stating 
xactly  what  had  happened  as  regards  my  end  of  the  case.  This  they  all 
greed  to  and  when  I  prepared  them  they  willingly  signed  them,  the  two 
aughters  stating  that  they  too  were  at  the  inquest  and  would  verify  the 
act  that  their  mother  or  father  never  made  any  such  statement  as  Dr. 
.owe  states. 

"The  next  day  I  visited  Dr.  Lowe  at  his  surgery  to  let  him  know  that 
Ir.  and  Mrs.  McMullan  denied  having  made  any  such  statement,  and 
0  see  if  he  could  give  me  anything  to  prove  his  words.  He  informed  me 
;  was  on  their  depositions  and  in  the  newspapers  too.  I  told  him  it  was 
ot  in  the  newspapers  and  perhaps  he  would  ring  up  the  City  Hall  and 
3t  me  hear  the  depositions  for  myself.  This  he  did,  and  after  hearing 
hese  read  over  to  me  I  informed  Dr.  Lowe  that  no  such  remark  was  made 
ither  by  the  father  or  the  mother.  Dr.  Lowe  then  began  to -lose  his  temper 
ind  informed  me  very  strongly  that  he  did  not  care  what  the  depositions 
aid,  that  Mrs.  McMullan  said  it  in  Court  and  that  if  I  did  not  get  out  he 
TOuld  have  the  law  on  me ;  further,  that  when  I  was  dealing  with  him  I 
as  dealing  with  the  law. 

"I  told  Dr.  Lowe  I  appreciated  the  fact  that  I  was  speaking  to  the 
;ity  Coroner,  but  asked  him  what  he  meant  by  the  remark  that  I  couldn't 
ounter  prescribe.  He  informed  me  quite  bluntly  that  neither  I  could, 
hat  the  law  did  not  permit  chemists  to  prescribe,  and  did  I  want  to  make 
:  surgery  out  of  my  shop.  I  informed  Dr.  Lowe  that  I  did  not  make  a 
urgery  out  of  my  shop,  but  I  gave  advice  when  I  was  asked  and  when  I 
ould.  This  also,  he  says,  I  am  not  allowed  to  do,  and  added,  'What  do 
rou.  think  doctors  are  for  ?  '  With  this  and  further  rude  remarks  he  shouted 
ne  from  his  premises.  As  regards  the  effect  on  my  business,  from  the  day 
)f  the  inquest  I  have  times  without  number  been  asked  what  I  had  been 
loing,  and  how  did  I  get  into  this  fix,  by  numerous  customers,  these  cus- 
omers  being  the  patriotic  ones.  I  need  hardly  add  that  this  whole  affair 
las  had  a  detrimental  effect  on  my  business." 

Mr.  Davison  also  submitted  the  statements  made  by  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
^IcMuUan  and  copies  of  the  inquest  depositions.  The  coroner,  he  said, 
vas  entitled  to  certain  privileges,  but  so  were  that  Council,  and  if  they 
ound  that  he  was  not  justified  in  the  remarks  he  had  made  then  they 
ould  pass  a  resolution  to  that  effect.  It  was  the  Council's  duty  to  the 
)ub!ic  to  investigate  this  serious  allegation  against  their  member. 


Discussion  and  Resolution. — Mr.  J.  E.  Connor,  J. P.,  said  the  coroner's 
criticism  was  most  unfair,  particularly  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  chemist 
had  not  been  present.  He  had  been  found  guilty  without  a  hearing. 

Mr.  J.  Trevor  Nicholl  said  the  chemist  had  been  seriously  damaged 
by  the  statement,  and  there  was  a  general  reflection  of  incompetence  on 
the  whole  profession. 

Dr.  S.  E.  a.  Acheson,  medical  member  of  the  Council,  said  that  to  link 
the  chemist  and  his  treatment  of  the  finger  with  the  boy's  death  was 
utterly  absurd  because  the  two  things  had  not  the  slightest  connexion. 
The  coroner's  remarks  were,  he  considered,  quite  uncalled-for,  because  the 
chemist  never  saw  the  boy's  throat  and  never  prescribed  for  the  throat. 

Mr.  J.  DoNAGHY  challenged  the  coroner's  assertion  that  chemists  had 
no  right  to  prescribe  and  said  there  was  a  clause  in  the  new  English  Act 
which  reserved  to  the  chemist  the  right  to  counter  prescribe  in  company 
with  doctors,  dentists,  veterinary  surgeons  and  herbalists. 

Mr.  H.  F.  Moore  (vice-president)  said  the  coroner's  words  had  blasted 
this  young  man's  career  for  the  moment,  and  he  had  lost  heart.  In  his 
(Mr.  Moore's)  opinion  it  was  time  the  chemists  exerted  themselves  in  their 
own  protection,  and  saw  about  getting  their  professional  status  properly 
recognised. 

Mr.  James  Glendinning  (president)  agreed  that  there  was  a  slur  not 
only  on  this  particular  member  but  on  the  whole  profession,  and  said  they 
owed  it  to  everybody  to  take  swift  and  effective  action.  He  therefore 
proposed  the  following  resolution:  "We  have  considered  it  our  duty  not 
only  to  our  member  but  to  the  public  to  investigate  this  matter,  and  having 
read  all  the  depositions  and  the  statements  given  by  the  father  and  mother 
of  the  boy,  and  also  a  full  statement  by  the  member  in  question,  we  have 
come  to  the  conclusion  that  the  remarks  of  the  coroner  were  completely 
unjustified  and  should  be  withdrawn.  We  would  point  out  that  the  chemist 
was  not  present  at  the  inquest.  Such  remarks  are  likely  to  do  serious  harm 
to  the  reputation  and  professional  standing  of  any  member  of  the  Society. 
Moreover,  we  challenge  the  statement  of  the  coroner  that  it  is  contrary 
to  the  law  for  a  chemist  to  prescribe  or  order  treatment.  We  are  of  opinion 
that  the  duty  of  a  coroner  at  an  inquest  is  to  find  the  cause  of  death.  If 
we  are  correct  the  coroner  has  far  exceeded  his  duty  on  this  occasion." 

Mr.  J.  E.  Connor  seconded  and  the  resolution  was  unanimously  adopted. 

The  secretary  (Mr.  D.  L.  Kirkpatrick)  was  directed  to  send  copies  to 
Dr.  Lowe,  the  Home  Office  and  the  newspapers  which  had  published  a 
report  of  the  inquest. 

The  President  and  Mr.  Connor  expressed  the  thanks  of  the  Council 
to  Mr.  Davison  for  the  admirable  way  he  had  handled  the  case,  and  to 
Mr.  Moore  and  Mr.  Walter  C.  Tate  for  the  assistance  they  had  rendered. 

The  Coroner's  Reply. — Dr.  H.  P.  Lowe,  the  Belfast  City  Coroner, 
replied  on  August  29.  He  said  he  had  just  received  a  copy  of  the  resolution 
which  the  Society  had  passed,  and  he  thought  it  deserved  a  comment  from 
him.  "  The  Press  reports  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  meeting  suggest, 
he  said,  that  that  body  is  annoyed  with  comments  made  by  me  at  a  recent 
inquest.  It  is  apparent  that  the  Society's  sympathy  lies  with  the  chemist 
who,  as  testified  to  on  oath  by  the  father  of  the  dead  boy,  did  prescribe  for 
the  deceased  on  more  than  one  occasion.  To  infer  or  suggest  that  the 
evidence  tendered  was  false  is  tantamount  to  accusing  the  parents  of  having 
committed  perjury.  I  have  no  reason  to  believe  that  they  did.  I  heard  the 
case,  as  I  do  all  cases  before 'me,  with  an  unbiased  mind,  and,  apart  from 
any  small  medical  knowledge  I  may  possess,  I  am  still  of  the  opinion  that 
had  the  boy  been  attended  by  a  fully  qualified  medical  person,  even  for  his 
finger,  the  doctor  in  the  course  of  his  work  would  have  detected  the  boy's 
throat  condition.  Having  done  so,  prompt  and  proper  measures  would 
have  been  adopted,  and  perhaps  the  boy's  life  saved.  It  was  thought  that 
the  boy  had  mumps,  whereas  he  died  from  a  diphtheritic  infection.  Surely 
such  a  serious  difference  permits  of  my  expression  "Ignorance."  Inquests 
must  be  held  in  open  Courts,  except  those  which  must  be  held  in  camera, 
therefore  the  chemist  need  not  complain  at  his  own  absence  at  the  inquest. 
My  statement  that  as  far  as  I  know  the  chemist  acted  contrary  to  law  is 
based  on  an  Act  of  1917,  but  even  permitting  that  that  Act  does  not 
apply,  it  is  well  within  my  memory  that  at  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Chemists' 
Society  that  body  of  people  did  vigorously  protest  at  grocers  doing  the 
work  of  chemists.  Now  that  same  body,  although  the  duties  and  powers  of 
His  Majesty's  coroners  have  been  skilfully  set  out  by  learned  and  brilliant 
lawyers,  has  taken  it  upon  itself  to  interpret  and  expound  upon  these 
duties,  and  in  a  somewhat  novel  manner,  and  certainly  one  which  does  not 
commend  itself  to  a  person  who  desires  to  carry  out  his  functions  to  the 
public  without  fear  or  favour.  Instead  of  bandying  words  as  to  whether 
■  a  chemist  is  to  act  as  a  medical  doctor  or  not,  let  the  Society  and  myself 
help  the  bereaved  parents  to  try  to  forget  their  tragic  loss."

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A  Council  of  Action 

"he  alacrity  with  which  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
)f  Northern  Ireland  has  acted  in  connexion  with  the  strictures 
passed  on  one  of  their  members  by  a  coroner  provides  a  lesson 
which  should  not  be  overlooked  by  chemists  and  pharmaceutical 
organisations  in  this  country.  As  is  reported  elsewhere  in  this 
issue  (p.  123).  a  child  who  died  from  diphtheritic  ulcer  of  the  tonsils 
had  a  short  time  previously  been  given  treatment  by  a  chemist  for 
I  a  cut  on  the  finger  which  had  turned  slightly  septic.  At  the  inquest 
■wat  which  the  chemist  was  not  present)  the  coroner  is  reported  to 
BBhave  said:  "I  think  this  boy's  death  is  due  to  ignorance  and  the 
Pi  chemist  has  done  wrong.  As  far  as  I  know  it  is  contrary  to  the  law 
f  for  a  chemist  to  pre.scribe  or  order  treatment."  The  Council  of  the 
•Pharmaceutical  Society  at  once  called  a  special  meeting  at  which 
their  solicitor  read  a  statement  by  the  chemist  concerned  and  .sub- 
mitted others  by  the  parents  of  the  deceased  child  and  copies  of 
ithe  inquest  depositions.  Following  discussion  by  members  of  the 
Council  a  resolution  was  passed  expressing  the  view  that  the  criticism 
was  unjustified  and  copies  were  directed  to  be  sent  to  the  coroner 
and  the  Home  Office.  The  former  has  already  replied  and  declares: 
"My  .statement  that  as  far  as  I  know  the  chemist  acted  contrary 
to  law  is  based  on  an  Act  of  1917,  but  even  permitting  that  that  Act 
does  not  apply,  ..."  It  is  not  clear  to  which  Act  the  coroner 
refers,  but  he  appears  to  have  some  doubt  as  to  whether  it  is 
applicable.  The  Apothecaries  Act  of  18 15  laid  it  down  that  nothing 
in  the  Act  was  to  prejudice  or  interfere  with  the  trade  of  chemists 
and  druggists,  and  since  the  Shepperley  case  of  1878  no  action  has 
been  taken  against  pharmacists  for  casual  prescribing  for  simple 
ailments.  Further,  in  Great  Britain  their  right  to  do  so  is  safe- 
guarded by  the  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act,  1933,  and  again  in  the 
Pharmacy  and  Medicines  Act,  1941.  In  view  of  all  the  issues  in- 
volved the  Northern  Ireland  Pharmaceutical  Council  should  not 
let  the  matter  rest  without  having  their  members'  rights  clearly 
established.  Nor  do  we  think  they  will,  as  this  is  not  the  first 
occasion  on  which  they  have  been  quick  to  act  in  defence  of 
chemists'  interests.  At  their  meeting  of  July  26  there  was  a  vigor- 
ous discussion  on  certain  clauses  in  the  Pharmacy  and  Medicines 
Bill  by  which  drugs  were  to  be  sold  in  Great  Britain  without  the 
supervision  of  a  pharmacist.  Though  this  Bill — now  an  Act — does 
not  apply  to  Northern  Ireland,  the  Council  at  once  registered  pro- 
tests and  decided  to  draw  up  a  scheme  for  presenting  to  their 
Government  with  a  view  to  having  chemists  protected.  It  is  obvious 
that  the  Council  has  no  intention  of  becoming  a  department  of  the 
Civil  Service,  nor  does  it  carry  on  its  most  interesting  discussions 
in  committee.  Thus  it  provides  members  with  first-hand  information 
as  to  what  is  going  on  and  makes  it  obvious  that  there  is  at  least 
one  virile  organisation  in  the  pharmaceutical  world. 


Misguided  Economies 


Discussing  a  suggestion  that  the  long,  narrow  lochs  of  Scotland 
.should  be  combed  for  plankton  as  a  source  of  vitamins  A  and  D, 
the  Peripatetic  Correspondent  of  the  "Lancet"  asked,  "Is  the  stuff 
worth  all  this  trouble?  "  The  question  is  one  which  deserves  to  be 
asked  of  many  proposed  war-time  economies  and  alternatives,  not 
all  of  which  will  be  found  such  attractive  propositions  when  wider, 
secondary  considerations  are  taken  into  account. 

The  plankton  proposals  owe  their  origin,  apparently,  to  our 
resovirceful  and  thorough-going  enemies,  the  Germans,  who,  through 
their  biological  institute  at  Heligoland,  discovered  that  these  floating 
Crustacea  were  equal  to  the  best  rrleat  in  food  value,  containing 
20  per  cent,  carbohydrate,  7  to  19  per  cent,  oily  fat,  and  a  high 
percentage  of  protein  and  fat.  "Nourishing  in  fact  it  is,"  goes  on 
the  commentator  we  quote  above,  "for  the  great  rorquals,  born 
23  feet  long,  reach  a  length  of  75  feet  in  only  two  years  from  birth. 
In  that  time  they  multiply  their  birth-weight  twenty-seven  times, 
and  all  on  a  diet  of  plankton.  .  .  .  But  would  the  British  public 
eat  it?"  That  is  the  point.  It  is  as  a  food  and  not  as  a  medicine  that 
the  plankton  would  have  to  be  utilised  if  it  were  to  provide  fully  for 
the  vitamin-.A  and  vitamin-D  needs  of  the  population,  and  how 
could  it  be  made  attractive  as  a  routine  item  of  diet  ?  Even  a  popular 
food  like  liver  became  a  nauseating  physic  when  it  was  made  a  routine 
diet  for  sufferers  from  pernicious  anaemia,  and  while  the  introduction 
of  liver  extracts  made  the  regime  tolerable  to  them  it  is  unlikely 
that  people  who  consider  themselves  perfectly  fit  would  submit  to 
a  similar  burden.  Even  fish  every  Friday  has  been  known  to  become 
regarded  with  disfavour. 

The  "Times"  has  recently  published  letters  criticising  or  defend- 
ing the  action  of  a  water  company  in  discontinuing  to  .soften  the 
water  it  supplies  to  consumers.  In  this  instance  the  laudable  inten- 
tion of  the  company  was  to  economise  in  the  use  of  salt  used  up 
in  working  the  base-exchange  process.  The  effect  of  the  policy  was 
to  cause  a  30  per  cent,  increase  in  hardness  in  the  water.  To  the 
water  company  the  saving  was  apparent  and  considerable,  but, 
urged  one  of  the  correspondents,  at  least  J  lb.  more  soap  per  100  gall, 
is  used  up  by  the  harder  water  than  formerly.  The  housewife 
can  only  regard  this  as  loss,  for  she  does  not  see  the  advantage  that 
offsets  it.  Whether  the  community  at  large  is  the  gainer  by  the 
company's  action  can  in  this  example  be  calculated  with  some  degree 
of  accuracy,  and  this  course  ought  to  be  taken  not  only  in  fairness 
to  the  consumer  but  in  furtherance  of  the  country's  war  effort. 

A  rather  sharper  controversy,  aLso  in  the  columns  of  the  "Times," 
has  concerned  the  use  of  artificial  fertilisers  m  the  soil,  or  rather 
the  presence  or  absence  of  humus.  One  school  of  thought  quotes 
the  continued  satisfactory  cropping  of  cereals  at  Rothamsted  from 
plots  which  for  nearly  a  century  have  had  nothing  but  mineral 
fertilisers  added  to  them.  The  other  viewpoint  is  that  artificial 
manures  are  a  great  help,  but  that  "if  used  too  freely  on  light  soils 
they  will  cause  a  heavy  loss  in  the  years  to  come."  It  may  be  that 
more  research  needs  to  be  done  to  ascertain  whether  humus  performs 
any  function  independent  of  the  conservation  in  the  soil  of  mineral 
constituents,  but  for  the  present  the  wise  course  would  appear  to 
be  to  provide  adequate  humus  before  applying  chemical  fertilisers. 
Otherwise  it  may  be  possible  to  be  "pound  foolish"  without  even 
being  "  pennv  wise." 

Purchase  Tax  on  Lost  or  Damaged  Goods 

Some  misunderstanding  appears  to  exist  in  the  minds  of  traders 
regarding  refund  of  purchase  tax  on  goods  lost  or  damaged  in 
transit,  and  the  effect  of  such  refunds  on  claims  for  compensation 
made  on  the  carriers  of  the  goods.  The  position  is  as  follows  : 
Where  chargeable  goods  sold  under  a  chargeable  purchase  by  a 
registered  wholesaler  or  manufacturer  to  an  independent  un- 
registered customer  are  lost  or  damaged  while  in  transit  between  the 
seller  and  his  customer,  and  the  registered  seller  under  the  terms  of 
his  contract  or  guarantee  allows  the  customer  a  bona-fide  credit  or  a 
free  replacement  in  respect  of  the  lost  or  damaged  goods,  the  Com- 
missioners of  Customs  and  E.xcise  allow  a  corresponding  adjustment 
in  the  purchase  ta.x  payable  by  the  seller  on  the  transaction,  e.g.  if 
a  full  credit  is  allowed  then  the  seller  does  not  have  to  pay  any 
purchase  tax  on  that  particular  sale,  and  in  such  cases  claims  for 
compensation  .should  accordingly  not  be  affected  by  any  question 
of  tax.  On  the  other  hand,  if  the  seller  makes  no  allowance  to  his 
.  customer  in  respect  of  the  lost  or  damaged  goods,  then  he  is  required 
to  pay  the  full  tax  on  the  transaction.  In  this  type  of  case,  where 
the  supplier  requires  payment  by  the  customer  of  the  full  tax-paid 
price  including  the  purchase  tax  which  he  has  to  pay  to  the  Commis- 
sioners, the  customer  may  be  expected  to  claim  compensation  from 
the  carrier  on  a  tax-inclusive  value.  It  should  be  appreciated  that  the 
question  of  the  basis  of  compensation  for  loss  or  damage  to  goods 
in  transit  is  a  matter  for  agreement  between  the  parties  concerned.

While  there  has  been  no  marked  improvement  in  the  volume  of  business 
transacted  this  week,  the  markets  are  by  no  means  idle.  Tiie  general 
tone  is  steady,  some  appreciations  in  value  being  recorded.  Among 
Pharjuaceutical  Chemicals  values  for  most  items  are  level,  with  a  firm 
tone.  In  the  absence  of  any  improvement  in  the  supply  position  of 
Benzoic  acid,  prices  remain  nominal.  Benzyl  benzoate  is  still  reserved 
for  medical  purposes  only.  Guaia'cols  are  in  fairly  heavy  demand,  though 
the  supply  position  seems  to  have  deteriorated.  The  quantity  of  Methyl 
SALICYLATE  available  to  consumers  is  reduced  owing  to  the  cut  in  phenol, 
but  supplies  seem  reasonably  adequate  for  present  needs. 

Crude  Drugs 

These  markets  are  quiet,  with  most  of  the  orders  for  small  quantities  of 
spot  goods.  Prices  remain  firm,  with  an  upward  movement  still  in  evidence. 
Unrestricted  Agar  continues  to  change  hands  at  high  prices.  There  are  still 
no  forward  offers  for  Curasao  Aloes.  Antimony  is  dearer  on  account  of 
increased  prices  for  ore.  Balsam  copaiba  remains  in  short  supply,  and 
quotations  are  at  higher  levels.  Demand  for  Bismuth  metal  is  maintained. 
A  slightly  higher  figure  is  quoted  for  BucHU  leaves  on  spot,  with  business 
reported  done ;  stocks  at  origin  are  becoming  depleted.  No  shipment 
offers  of  Cascara  sagrada  are  obtainable.  Little  interest  has  been  shown 
in  Chillies,  but  Zanzibar  Cloves  is  quoted  a  shade  higher  on  spot. 
Demand  for  good  rotenone-testing  Derris  root  is  maintained.  All 
descriptions  of  Ginger  are  firm.  As  noted  last  week,  official  prices  are 
now  established  for  first-hand,  wholesale,  and  retail  transactions  in  Honey. 
The  upward  swing  in  Chinese  Menthol  is  less  pronounced.  Maximum 
prices  have  been  fixed  by  the  Ministry  of  Food  for  Peppers,  but  business 
on  the  London  market  is  practically  at  a  standstill.  Import  licences  are 
apparently  not  being  granted  for  Senega;  the  shipment  figure  is  nominal. 

Essential  Oils 

Business  in  these  markets  has  remained  quiet,  with  sales  confined  to 
limited  quantities.  The  Ministry  of  Food  announces  that  there  will  be  no 
changes  in  the  existing  prices  of  oils  and  fats  allocated  to  primary  whole- 
salers and  large  trade  users  for  the  four  weeks  ending  September  27.  The 
price  of  Palm  oil  (acid  oil),  which  was  stated  last  month  to  be  under 
consideration  (C.  &  D.,  August  9,  p.  74),  is  to  remain  unchanged.  Supplies 
of  Anise  (star)  remain  short  and  values  have  again  increased.  Holders  of 
Cinnamon  leaf  are  unyielding  in  their  views  of  the  current  value. 
Eucalyptus  is  steady  at  the  figures  quoted  last  week.  Supplies  of 
Mandarin  aretes  trie  ted,  and  spot  prices  would  have  to  be  negotiated.  No 
further  offers  of  Peppermint  have  been  received  from  China. 

Exchange  Rates  on  London. — The  free  rate  of  the  Shanghai  dollar 
is  now  3:,',d.,  although  the  Shanghai  official  rate  remains  at  3-/vd.  The 
following  Bank  of  England  fixed  rates  were  effective  at  the  opening  on 
September  3:  New  \'ork,  4.03  dollars;  Montreal,  4.45  dollars;  Lisbon, 
looescudos;  Java,  7.60  florins  ;  Buenos  Aires,  17.02  paper  pesos  ;  Zurich, 
17.35  francs;  Stockholm,  16.90  kroner.

The  General  Medical  Council  will  publish  shortly  a  Fourth  Adden- 
dum to  the  British  Pharmacopoeia,  1932,  in  which  certain  new  mono- 
graphs, and  certain  modifications  of  existing  monographs,  will  be 
included.  Like  the  Second  and  Third  Addenda,  the  Addendum 
has  been  prepared  to  deal  with  conditions  arising  from  the  present 
emergency,  and  it  is  expedient  that  it  should  be  published,  and  thus 
made  official,  without  delay.  For  this  reason  it  has  not  been  found 
possible  to  follow  the  procedure  adopted  in  normal  conditions, 
when  a  new  Pharmacopoeia  or  an  Addendum  to  a  Pharmacopoeia 
has  been  ready  for  publication,  of  giving  facilities  for  advance  copies 
to  be  inspected  during  the  three  months  immediately  preceding 
publication,  by  medical  practitioners,  pharmacists,  analysts,  manu- 
facturers and  others  who  may  be  interested.  Arrangements  have 
been  made,  however,  for  a  limited  number  of  advance  proofs  to  be 
available  for  supply,  on  application,  to  manufacturers  of  the 
preparations  described  therein.

A  Pricing  Dilemma. — In  calculating  retail  prices  (see  C.  &  D.,  August 
30,  p.  112)  the  retail  chemist  is  often  faced  with  unpleasant  alternatives. 
Under  the  Prices  of  Goods  Act,  he  must  work  out  his  percentage  of  increased 
expenses  and  the  profit  he  made  on  the  same  article  before  the  Act,  and 
add  these  to  his  new  cost  price  to  obtain  the  correct  selling  figure.  Fre- 
quently, however,  he  is  unaware  of  the  cost  which  must  be  the  basis  of  his 
calculations,  because  the  practice  of  sending  the  invoice  with  the  goods 
is  no  longer  followed.  In  war-time  conditions  invoices  do  not  arrive  until 
some  time  after  the  goods — even  as  much  as  a  month  later.  It  may  be 
argued  that  the  chemist  should  hold  the  goods  until  he  receives  the  invoice, 
but  in  practice  he  cannot  always  do  this.  If  he  bases  his  charge  on  the 
latest  wholesale  price  list  he  may  find  when  the  invoice  eventually  arrives 
the  cost  has  gone  up  and  he  has  lost  on  the  transaction.  Vet  he  must  not 
guess  at  any  increase,  for  if  he  were  to  add  a  margin  to  cover  a  possible 
rise  he  might  become  involved  in  a  prosecution.  As  one  solution  of  the 
problem  he  might  supply  the  customer  with  the  goods,  and  ask  him  to 
call  back  in  a  month  to  get  the  correct  price,  but  the  possibility  is  that, 
unless  he  knew  the  person  very  well  as  a  safe  customer,  he  might  never 
receive  payment. — Bewildered  (30/8).

Spotted  Wilt  on  Tomatoes. — W.  L.  (26/8). — Although  this  virus  mainly 
attacks  tomato  plants  grown  in  glasshouses,  it  is  occasionally  found  on 
plants  reared  in  the  open.  The  disease  may  infect  tomato  plants  at  almost 
any  stage  of  their  development  and  is  characterised  by  a  bronzing  of  the 
younger  foliage  following  the  formation  of  irregular  brown  blotches  on 
the  leaves.  The  upper  leaves  also  tend  to  curl  and  growth  of  the  plants 
becomes  arrested  and  remains  dwarfed.  The  bronze-coloured  markings 
also  appear  on  the  leaves  of  new  shoots.  The  fruit  of  infected  plants 
usually  becomes  disfigured  with  bronze,  yellow  or  whitish  markings  or 
concentric  circles.  Spotted  wilt  is  carried  from  many  cultivated  and  wild 
plants  to  the  tomato  plant  by  a  species  of  thrips,  a  small  glasshouse  insect. 
It  is  also  believed  that  infection  might  be  conveyed  from  one  tomato  plant 
to  another  by  the  hands  or  knives  of  gardeners  during  pruning  of  the 
plants.  Although  there  is  no  cure  for  spotted  wilt,  the  disease  can  be 
controlled.  Affected  plants  and  weeds  should  be  destroyed,  and  the  thrips 
can  be  kept  in  check  either  by  fumigation  with  nicotine  or  by  spraying 
with  a  nicotine  solution  (97-98  per  cent,  nicotine,  f  fl.  oz. ;  soft  soap,  |  lb. ; 
soft  water,  10  gall.)  or  a  preparation  of  pyrethrum.  Further  details  are 
given  in  an  illustrated  leaflet  published  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture 
and  Fisheries  (.Advisory  Leaflet  No.  238,  H.M.  Stationery  Office,  price  id.).

OBSERVATIONS  ON  PHARMACY  AND  MEDICINES  ACT 


The  following  communications,  representing  individual  points  of 
view  on  aspects  of  the  Pharmacy  and  Medicines  Act  have  been 
received  from  (a)  a  manufacturer  and  (6)  an  employee. 

From  a  Manufacturer 

Sir,- — Enactment  of  the  Pharmacy  and  Medicines  Bill,  1941,  has 
provided  a  topic  for  debate  of  which  you  evidently  appreciate  the 
seriousness.  One  query  is  whether  the  Act  is  to  be  read  in  conjunc- 
tion with  the  Prices  of  Goods  Act,  1939,  so  that  proprietaries  which 
have  hitherto  been  stamped  but  are  now  compulsorily  destamped 
are  to  be  made  amendable  to  the  pains  and  penalties  of  the  latter  if 
they  do  not  reduce  their  prices  on  account  of  the  facility  afforded 
by  repeal  of  the  stamp  duties.  This  "facility"  was  stressed  by 
several  private  Members  during  the  Bill's  progress  through  Parlia- 
ment, when  the  demand  was  made  that  proprietors  should  be  barred 
from  acquiring  any  financial  benefit  through  the  repeal.  But  can 
this  attitude  be  legally  justified?  In  your  Editorial  comment  of 
August  9  (p.  71)  you  quote  a  statement  by  Mr.  Stanley  Holmes 
to  the  effect  that  "under  the  Prices  of  Goods  Act  neither  manufac- 
turers, wholesalers  nor  retailers  can  make  any  more  profit  on  any 
article  than  they  made  in  August  1939,  and  therefore,  any  saving 
as  the  result  of  the  repeal  would  have  to  be  passed  on."  It  is  a  pity 
that  Mr.  Holmes  substituted  for  the  actual  words  of  the  Act,  namely, 
"  raise  the  prices  of  goods  .  .  .  above  a  basic  price  "  the  expression 
"make  any  more  profit  on  any  article." 

The  Prices  of  Goods  Act,  1939,  was  "An  Act  to  prevent  the  price 
of  goods  of  such  descriptions  as  may  be  specified  by  the  board  of 
Trade  being  raised  above  a  basic  price.  .  .  ."  Is  there  any  ju.stifica- 
tion  for  the  assumption  that  omission  to  reduce  prices,  when  some 
factor  such  as  the  stamp-duty  repeal  renders  proprietary  owners 
liable  to  be  called  in  question  for  not  doing  so,  as  though  this  were 
equivalent  to  raising  prices  within  the  meaning  of  the  Act  ?  Is  there, 
in  fact,  any  jurisdiction  in  the  Price  Regulation  Committees 
(central  and  local)  to  hear  (in  its  strictest  legal  annotation)  such 
complaints  ?  Would  not  the  power  to  treat  omission  to  reduce  as 
equivalent  to  raising  prices  have  to  be  made  exercisable  in  law,  by 
some  sort  of  cross-reference  between  the  two  Acts,  or  by  some 
Order  (under  either  Act)  establishing  an  hypothesis  of  presumption 
in  law  that  owners  of  compulsorily  destamped  proprietaries  who  do 
not  reduce  prices  are  deemed  to  be  acquiring  financial  benefit 
thereby  which  is  accounted  a  raising  of  prices  within  the  meaning 
of  the  Act  ? 

When  it  is  borne  in  mind  that  stamped  proprietaries,  during  long 
years,  have  been  overridden,  through  the  operation  of  the  Medicine 
Stamp  Duty  Acts,  by  a  quasi  "restraint  of  trade,"  which  has  in 
effect  made  it  impossible  for  them  to  raise  their  prices  even  by 
I  per  cent.,  it  seems  almost  vindictive  to  harrass  the  makers  with 
"inequitable"  assault  when  that  long  injustice  has  been  alleviated. . 

When  it  is  borne  in  mind,  again,  that  by  Section  11  of  the  Phar- 
macy and  Medicines  Act,  1941,  the  leading  stamped  (and  certainly 
the  oldest-established)  proprietaries  are  to  be  deprived  of  the  secrecy 
of  their  formula,  the  very  heart  and  core  of  the  goodwill  which 
they  have  paid  thousands — collectively,  millions — of  pounds  to 
safeguard,  it  should  surely  be  legitimate  to  assess  this  deprivation 
as  abolition  of  profit  on  the  same  principle  as  destamping  (by 
compulsion)  is  apparently  to  be  assessed  as  an  access  of  profit.

From  an  Employee 

Sir, — The  Pharmacy  and  Medicines  Bill  was  undoubtedly  rushed 
through  Parliament  without  the  average  pharmacist  having  an 
opportunity  of  fully  considering  or  even  appreciating  the  issues 
involved.  On  the  ground  that  discussions  were  proceeding  with  one 
or  other  party  to  the  Bill,  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  kept  quiet 
until  it  was  too  late.  Since  then  it  has  itself  registered  a  feeble 
protest  against  legislation  of  this  character  being  passed  in 
war-time.  Still,  it  was  known  that  the  proprietary  medicine  manu- 
facturers and  the  Customs  and  Excise  officials  intended  to  take  the 
first  opportunity  of  having  the  "antique"  Patent  Medicines  Acts 
repealed,  while  the  difficulties  resulting  from  sections  8,  9  and  10 
of  the  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act,  1933,  became  evident  almost  from 
the  start.  Official  circles  in  pharmacy  have  adopted  a  negative 
policy,  hoping  tq  shelve  the  issues  rather  than  face  up  to  them,  and 
the  profession  as  a  whole  cannot  really  sustain  the  claim  that  it 
has  had  no  opportunity  of  dealing  with  these  matters. 

Ostensibly  on  the  grounds  that  an  injustice  had  placed  the  co- 
operative societies  at  a  disadvantage  with  other  traders,  the  Society 


failed  to.  make  the  "  co-ops  "  comply  with  the  1933  Act.  But  was  the 
Society  really  concerned  about  this  injustice?  Have  they  not  in 
fact  .sacrificed  our  right  to  claim  that  we,  as  pharmacists,  have 
suffered  an  injustice  by  the  passing  of  the  new  Act?  The  "co-ops" 
were  allowed  to  trade  contrary  to  the  Act  on  the  ground  that  the 
reorganisation  that  would  have  been  necessary  might  have  caused 
a  greater  number  of  pharmacies  to  be  opened  and  the  "co-ops"  to 
compete  not  only  in  the  sale  of  drugs  and  medicines  but  also  in 
dispensing.  The  Society  was  apparently  concerned  with  maintaining 
the  economic  position"  of  the  proprietor  pharmacist,  conveniently 
forgetting  that  extension  of  the  co-operative  stores'  activities  was 
dependent  upon  the  number  of  pharmacists  available,  and  that  as 
employers  the  "co-ops"  offer  reasonable  wages  and  conditions. 
Apart,  however,  from  any  other  issue  the  Society  is  not  in  any 
position  to  decide  whether  one  form  of  trading  or  another  is  desirable, 
and  has  always  withheld  encouragement  from  employees  on  the 
grounds  that  it  could  not  favour  one  particular  section  of  its  members. 
In  effect  the  Society,  by  not  maintaining  the  position  under  the  1933 
Act,  acquiesced  in  the  sale  of  drugs  and  medicines  by  any  retailer, 
whilst  trying  to  secure  dispensing  for  the  pharmacist.  Thus  it  had 
no  alternative  but  to  accept  the  principles  of  the  1941  Bill. 

What  effect  will  the  Act  have  on  retail  conditions  ?  Proprietary- 
medicine  manufacturers  will  undoubtedly  seek  to  extend  their  points 
of  distribution,  in  order  to  counterbalance  the  effects  of  restricted 
advertising.  Large  stores,  grocers,  and  others  will  seek  to  bolster 
up  turnover  by  introducing  packed  drugs  and  medicines.  This 
development  will  be  limited  by  the  amount  of  supplies  available, 
but  it  is  worth  noting  that  the  tendency  is  contrary  to  the  Govern- 
ment's policy  of  restricting  distribution,  and  comes  at  a  time  when 
many  pharmacies  may  have  to  be  closed  in  the  nation's  interest. 
Such  privileges  as  the  Society  has  saved  for  its  members  can  only 
be  turned  to  advantage  if  we  are  prepared  to  face  realities.  The 
National  Pharmaceutical  Union  has  found  a  great  deal  of  its  work 
incomplete  and  ineffective  through  lack  of  support  from  employees 
in  pharmacy,  and  the  future  standards  of  both  proprietor  and 
employee  pharmacists  depend  upon  the  way  both  can  adjust  them- 
selves to  the  new  conditions.  Only  by  close  co-operation  between 
all  retail  pharmacists  can  competition  be  eliminated  insofar  as  our 
profe-ssional  services  are  concerned,  and  it  is  thfs  uneconomic 
competition  in  retail  pharmacy  that  has  resulted  in  low  dispensing 
fees,  low  wages  for  employees,  and  lack  of  control  over  the  patent- 
medicine  industry.  From  a  purely  employee  point  of  view  conditions 
in  pharmacy  are  no  different  from  those  in  other  occupations  and 
there  are  obvious  advantages  in  association  with  the  Trade  Union 
movement.  It  must  be  recognised  by  all  pharmacists  that  this 
movement  is  an  integral  part  of  the  economic  structure  of  the 
country,  and  as  such  is  as  responsible  an  element  as,  for  instance, 
the  Federation  of  British  Industries.  The  fact  that  company 
chemists  are  engaged  in  pharmacy  does  not  prevent  them  from 
association  with  organisations  like  the  Multiple  Traders'  Federation. 

Both  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  and  the  N.P.U.  will  have  to 
recognise  that  an  employee  organisation  fully  represented  within  ^ 
pharmacy  is  necessary  to  balance  the  interests  of  pharmacists.  TheJ 
employees,  on  the  other  hand,  will  not  have  to  confuse  "political"] 
issues  with  "pharmaceutical"  problems.  The  basis  of  any  relation,-' 
ship  between  these  organisations  can  only  be  "  pharmaceutical."  i 
That  such  co-operation  is  not  impossible  has  been  shown  by  the  J 
establishment  of  a  local  liaison  committee  by  the  Leeds  Branches  3 
of  the  National  Pharmaceutical  Union  and  Association  of  Pharma-,i 
ceutical  Employees.  Pharmaceutical  problems  are  discussed  ini 
which  members  of  both  sections  have  expressed  their  opinions  on^ 
equal  terms  as  pharmacists.  Extension  of  the  .spirit  in  which  this' 
development  has  been  inaugurated  would  revitalise  pharmacy  and  ^ 
enable  pharmacists  to  raise  their  professional  aijd  economic  status.  1
